BLOWN FIFTY YARDS. 


An Engineer Loses His Life in an Ex- 
plosion. 

Charlotte, N. C., October 15.—(Special. 
The new brick and tile works of 8S. H. Hil- 
ton & Co., just south of the city, were the 
scene of a terrific boiler explosion late yes- 
terday afternoon, resulting in the destruc- 
tion of the boiler house and the almost ing 
stant killing of a young white man name 
William Hunsucker, who was employed as 
engineer at the works.

we are dead. 1 have traveled in many 
lands, but 1 tell you plainly, as I told Em- 

I in the palace at Peter- 
hoff, that I had never been so impressed 
with the fidelity to their religion of any pep- 
ple as by what 1 had seen in Russia, and 
especially among her public men. I said 
respectfully to a Russian, when I saw him 
cross himself: “What do you do that for?’ 
“Oh,” he said, “when I do that I always 
say, ‘God have mercy on me.’” I hold in 
my hand something very suggestive. What 
does that black and uncomely thing look 
like? .That is what is called hunger-bread 
from Russia; that is what millions of peo- 
ple lived on for months before help came 
from England, Scotlond, Ireland and Amer- 
ica; that is a mixture which seems to have 
in it not one grain of sustenance. It is a 
mixture of pigweed and. chaff and the 
sweepings of stables. That is something 
which, if dropped in the-street, your dog or 
cat might sniff at, but would not eat. That 
was the only food on which millions of men 
and women lived. You must look at that 
hunger-bread of Russia before you can get 
proper appreciation of what an attractive 
and beautiful thing a good Joaf of bread is. 
It is so Gummon to us we cannot realize its 
meaning. Stop and look at it in a bakery 
window or see it on your family table—I 
mean an honest loaf of bread, white as a 
ball of packed snow, with a crust brown 
as the autumnal woods, and for a keen ap- 
petite more aromatic than flowers—a_ loaf 
of bread as you remember it in childhood, 
when the knife in the hand of vour father 
or mother cut_clean through, from crust to 
crust, and put before you, not a quarter of 
a slice or a half a slice, but a full, round 
slice and another and another, just suited 
to a boy always ready to eat and for the 
most time hungry, even in a well-supplied 
house. I remember and you remember, if 
you’ had a healthy childhood, just how it 
tasted. My! My! Plum pudding does not 
taste as good now as that plain bread then. 
It was then bread at the table and bread 
between meals, and bread before breakfast, 
and bread before going to bed. 

Why does not some poet ring a canto 
on a loaf of bread, or some modern Ka- 
phael paint it, or some historian tell its 
history? Not like many articles - of food, 
pretentious, and iced all over like wedding 
cake, or dotted with fantastic ingredients, 
but that grandest product of the earth, 
that richest yield of the flour mill, that 
best benediction of a hot oven, a God- 
given loaf vf bread. But the rhythm 
of it, the luxury of it, the meaning of it, 
the benediction of it, the divine mercy of 
it, only those know who have seen a 
famine. No wonder Christ put his food 
into the sacrament and said of a broken 
loaf of bread: “This is my body.” Thank 
God that I ever saw that transcendent 
and compact kindness of the infinite God 
—a loaf of bread. And it was our joy 
this summer to hand over a ‘shipload of 
material for gladening many thousands 
of Russians with such a beatitude. But 
I have been asked by good people in 
Great Britain and America again and 
again, why did not the prosperous peo- 


ple of Russia stop that suffering them-. 


selves, making it useless for other nations 
*to help? And I am always glad when 
I hear the question asked, because. it 
gives me an opportunity of explaining. 
Have you any idea what it requires to 
feed twenty million people? here is 
only one Being in the universe who can 
do it, and that is the Being who, this 
morning, breakfasted sixteen hundred 
million of the human race. The nobility 
of Russia have not only contributed most 
lavishly, but many of them went down 
and stayed for months amid the ghastli- 
ness and the horrors and the typhus fever 
and the small-pox, that they might ad- 
minister to the suffering. sat at the 
dining table at the house of one of our 
American representatives beside a_bar- 
oness, who had not only improverished 
her estates by her contributions to the 
suffering, but who left her own home and 
went d“wn into the worst of the misery, 
and until prostrated with fever; then re- 
viving, and toiling on until prostrated 
by the small-pox. She had come home 
to get a little s , and in a few 
days she was going down again to the 
suffering districts, and she commissioned 
me to execute in America a literary en- 
terprise by which she expects with her 
pen more money, all of which is to go 
for bread to those who lack it. Then 
there are the Bobrinskoys. They are of 
the nobility, not only the nobility of earth 
but the nobility of heaven. You know we 
have in America certain names which 
are synonyms for benevolence—George 
Peabody, James Lenox, William E. Dodge, 
Mr. Slater and so on. What their names 
mean in America, Bobrinkoy means in 
Russia. The emperor has made larger 
contributions toward 
any monarch ever made for any cause 
since the world stood and the superb kind- 
ness written all over the faces of emeprot 
and empress and crown prince is demou- 
strated in what they have already done 
and are doing for the sufferers in their 
own country. When a few days ago I 
read in the papers that the emperor and 
empress, hearing an explosion, stopped the 
royal railtrain to find out what accident 
had occurred, and the empress knelt down 
by the side of a wounded laborer and held 
head until pillows and blankets could 

be brought, and the two wounded men 
were put upon the royal train to be carried 
to a place where they could be better cared 
for. 1 said to my wife: “Just like her. 
When I say.a few days ago in the pepets, 

that the emperor and empress had wa 
through the wards of the most virulent 
cholera, talking with the patients, shaking 
hands with them and “cheering them up, it 
was no surprise to me, for I said to myself: 
“That is just like them.” Any one who 
has ever seen the royal family will believe 
anything in the way of kindness ascribed to 
them, and will join me in the execration of 
that too prevalent opinion that Hs goes is 
on the throne of Russia. If ares

. And so it was in all the hotels in 
northern Russia, and the subtraction of 
that amount of commercial profit 
those cities you may imagine. But -that 
whole subject of systematic fabrication, 
I adjourn to some other hour. Yet, 
must tell you of a picture of pathos and 
moral power impressed upon my mind so 
that neither time nor eternity can efface it. 
The ship Leo swung to the docks a few 
miles below St. Petersburg, loaded with 
flour froni America. The sailors on board 
huzzaed as they came to the wharf. Irom 
a yacht, on which we had descended the 
river to the sea, the prominent citizens of 
St. Petersburg disembarked. The bank 
was crowded by prosperous citizens, who 
stood on the wharf,.and back of them by 
poor laborers who had come down to offer 
their services free of ali charge for the 
removal of the breadstuffs from the ship 
to the imperial freight train that took the 
flour to the interior free of charge. While 
we stood there, the long freight train rum- 
bled down to the docks, the locomotive and 
each car decorated with a flag—the Ameri- 
can flag and the Russian flag alternating. 
Though a flag to some eyes is only a float- 
ing rag, you ought to see how the Ameri- 
can flag looks five thousands miles from 
home. It looked that day like a section 
of heaven let down te cheer mortal vision. 
Addresses of welcome and responses were 
made, and then the work began, the only 
contest being who should lift the hardest 
and be most expeditious. From ship to rail- 
train. From railtrain to kneading board. 
From kneading board to oven. From oven 
to the white and quivering lips of the dy- 
ing. Upon all who, whether by contribution 
small or large helped make that scene 
possible, may there come the benediction 
of him who declared: 
ye fed me.” 

But I must also give a word of report 
concerning my other errand—the preaching 
of the gospei in Great Britain last summer. 
It was a tour 1 had for many years antici- 
pated, With the themes of the gospel I 
confronted more people than ever before 
in the same length of time—multitudes 
after multitudes, and beyond anything I 
can describe. The throngs in all the cities 


were so great that they could be controlli- 


ed only by platoons of police, se that none 
should be hurt by the pressue, each service 
indoors followed by a service for the wait- 
ing throngs out-doors, and both by haud- 
shakings to the last point of physical’ en- 
durance.

At all the as- 
semblageg large collections were taken, 
the money being given to local charities, 
feeble churches, orphan asylums or Young 
Men’s Christian Associations, my services 
being entirely gratitous. But, what a sum- 
mer! There must have been much praying 
here and elsewhere for my welgare, or no 
mortal could have gone through all I went 
through. In every city and town I had 
messages poured into my ears for fami- 
lies in America.

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An Appeal to the South. 

One of the strangest and saddest fea- 
tures of the third party movement is the 
fact that thousands of well-meaning far- 
mers .a Georgia and Alabama are carried 
away by the infatuation. 

With a faith but little short of fanati- 
cism they are looking to Watson and 
Kolb to land them in some political Ca- 
naan where money is to be had for the 
asking. 

The influenve of these political adven- 
turers is one of the marvels of the cen- 
tury. Watson is certainly no fool, but 
he is smarting under the dread of defeat. 
Kolb is an average politician made furi- 
ous by his failure to secure the governor- 
ship in the late Alabama contest. 

They are now engaged in a simultane- 
ous effort to wreck the democratic party 
in their respective states in the November 
elections. It is never a prudent thing to 
despise an enemy and it behooves every 
friend of honest government to be on the 
alert and let the battle cry of democracy 
be “Once more to the breach!” 

Especially at those storm centers of the 
political weather map—Augusta,gAtlanta, 
Savannah, Birmingham, Montgomery and 
Mobile, let the registration of demo- 
cratic voters go forward at double quick 
measure. Confronted as we will doubtless 
be by republican hirelings at the polls, 
we must be prepared to put forth our ut- 
most strength.

The Putnam Horse Show. 

Some remarks recently made in these 
columns in regard to the necessity that is 
pressing our farmers to vary their plans 
and methods in order to meet the new 
contingencies that affect the production 
of cotton have a practical illustration in 
the Putnam county fair, which has just 
closed at Katonton. 

The remarkable thing about this fair 
is that it was not a fair at all in the 
usual meaning of the term. The agricul- 
tural exhibits were few and the other 
displays were meager, though all were 
worthy of note, especially a selection of 
leaf tobaccg, grown in the southern part 
of Putnam, by Mr. John D. Rivers. As a 
pointer, this display of tobacco, grown 
on ordinary cotton land, is significant as 
showing what may be done by way of 
varying the all-cotton movement. 

But the real significance of the Putnam 
county fair lies in the fact that it marks 
a complete revolution in the character of 
such gatherings in that favored section. 
The agricultural exhibits and routine 
displays have been practically eliminated, 
and interest has centered in the show of 
blooded stock. Nobody seemed to be sur- 
prised at the absence of the routine dis- 
play. The fact was taken as a matter of 
course, and the attention of all the spec- 
tators, men women and children was 
turned to the stock display—to the colts, 
to the horses and to the trials of speed 
between the trotters and the roadsters. 

As a horse show, the Putnam fair was 
a marked success. It was more than that; 
it was a capital demonstration of the fact 


that the farmers of that section are turn- 
ing their attention more and. more each | 
year to the more profitable branches of | 


farming. Bermuda pasture lands, which 
need no cultivation and no renewing, 
have taken the place of tlre large and 


poorly cultivated cotton plantations, and

This 
year he is making about fourteen bales 
to the mule without trying very bard, 
and every dollar he gets for it will be a 
surplus income. Every farmer is not 
so fortunate as this gentleman, but hun- 
dreds of planters in middle Georgia are 
making promising efforts to reach his po- 
sition of independence. He can raise cot- 
ton profitably at 6 cents because his cot- 
ton is a surplus crop. : 

One way out of the trouble in which 
Georgia farmers find themselves is in the 
direction of stock raising, and for this 
reason the evolution of the Putnam coun- 
tf fair from an ordinary agricultural and 
domestic display into a horse show is not 
only a significant, but a happy result. 
The routine exhibits can be tacked on 
hereafter if it shall be discovered that 
they are necessary to arrest popular at- 
tention. These ..ings are always with us, 
and they can be utilized whenever they 
seem to be necessary, but such a show of 
Georgia-raised horses as Eatonton had last 
weekhas never been ventured on in this 
state before. Jé was in this particular 
phase of middle Georgia development that 
interest centered, and it was in all re- 
spects remarkable. 

Withal, there were some very remark- 
able tests of speed on one of the best 
training tracks to be found in the country. 
Horses entered for the three minute class, 
went in 2:35 and a fraction, and there 
were surprises in all the classes. One of 
the most attractive features of the week 
was the colt show. There were nearly a 
hundred entries, and the youngsters made 
perhaps the finest and most significant 
display that has ever, been seen in any 
fair in Georgia. 

Middle Georgia is setting the pace, and 
the reset of the state, wherever bermuda 
may flourish, will have to follow the ex- 
ample. 


Foreign immigration. 

The restriction of tmmigration is well 
enough, but let us be reasonable and just 
about it. 

It is the policy of the republican party 
to oppress the poor who are with us now, 
and to prevent any more from landing on 
our shores.

So it will be seen that the foreigners 
are not hurting us. On the contrary, this 
progressive land of ours would now be a 
wilderness if we had closed our doors to 
foreignrs a century ago. 

There is plenty of room here, and good 
people should be welcomed from every 
quarter. We cannot afford to fence out 
other nations at this stage of our growth.

That Question of History. 

The explanation given in another col- 
umn by Assistant State School Commis- 
sioner Guinn makes it plain that Commis- 
sioner Bradwell’s circular is in no sense a 
declaration that the study of history is 
unlawful in our public schools. The com- 
missioner made the point, as Mayor Guinn 
shows, that our county school boards 
cannot go vutside of the studies prescrib- 
ed by law, and prescribe another study, 
but under the ruling of the department 
teachers may add history to the other 
studies. In fact they may introduce any 
study agreed upon by themselves and the 
parents, and if the students give half 
of their time to the legally prescribed 
studies, it is all right, and they get the 
benefit of the public school fund. 

We have no fault to find with this con- 
struction of the law, but it strikes us 
that the legislature should amend the 
presen* law, and make it obligatory upon 
the county boards to prescribe history 


among the other studies. It is an import- 


ant matter, and should not be left to 
the individual choice of teachers and pa- 
rents. Let the law be amended.

During the year 1802 the total 
real estate in the city is valued at $3€,502,- 
618 and the personal property $14,405,332, a 
total of $50,007,950. The tncome for the year 
is $2,705,592.21, and the expenditures $2,677,-

Grover Cleveland Vindicated of the False 
Charges Made by Tom Watson. 

From The Augusta, Ga., Evening News. 

A week or more ago The Fvening News ed- 
itorially criticised Tom Watson for his un- 
called for attack upon Grove Cleveland in 
charging that the ex-president refused to let 
his wife meet Miss Winnie Davis in Richmond 
at the unveiling of the Lee monument. 

Governor Northen, who is a close reader of 
The Evening News, was attracted by the ed- 
itorial of this paper on Watsou,: and he had 
a persohal interveilw with Dr. J. William 
Jones, an eminent Baptist preacher, a brave 
confederate survivor and a historian who is 
well known as the author of the history of 
General Robert E. Lee and also of the Jeff 
Davis volumn, and who is the best informed 
man in Georgia about this alleged suubbing 
of the Daughter of the Confederacy. 

The governor had Dr. Jones, who lives in 
Atlanta and holds the position of assistart 
corresponding secretary of the home mission 
board of the South Carolina Baptist church, 
to reduce the interveiw to writing and Gov- 
ernor Northen has sent the manuscript to 
Major J. C. C. Black. 

Here is the governor’s letter to Major Black, 
in which was enclosed Mr. Jones’s interveiw: 

Atlanta, Ga., October 12—Major J. ©. C. 
Black, A , a.—My Dear Sir: 1 enclose 
herewith a letter from Dr. J. William Jones. 
The doctor gave me in a personal interview 
the facts set forth in this letter, and I got 
him fo put them in this shape, thinking chey 
might be of service to you. I prefer to send 
them by mail, as I might not remember to 
hand you the letter when I see you in Au- 
gusta. Very truly your friend, 

W. J. NORTHEN, Governor.” 

This letter and statement of Dr. Jones was 
turned over by Mr. Black to The Evening News 
and will be read with particular interest just 
now. Dr. Jones’s letter to the governor is as 


follows: 

“Atlanta, Ga., October 11—Governor W. J. 
Northen, Atlanta, Ga.—My Dear Governor: 
In accordance with your request, I take pleas- 
ure in putting in writing a statement which 
I made in conversation with ree concernin 
the alleged refusal of President Clevelan 
to allow his wife to meet Miss Winnie 
Davis, and to be introduced to~her himself. 
For while I do not take any active part in 
——. save to try always to discharge my 

uty as a citizen and a Christiax to vote 
right, I feel that facts in my possession will 
fully refute this slander upon President Cleve- 
land, and that I should not be silent con- 
cerning it.’’ 

“Mr. Cleveland himself and ex-Governor 
Lee, of Virginia, have denied these state- 
ments very emphatically. I give you in more 
detail exactly what occurred as it came under 
my personal cognizance: 

“In October and November, 1886, Miss Win- 
nie Davis. the ‘Daughter of the Confederacy,’ 
was for six,weeks a guest at my house in the 
city of Richmond. he went from my home 
to spend two weeks with Mrs. Lee at the ex- 
ecutive mansion. Several days afterwards 
President Cleveland made his visit to Rich- 
mond on the occasion of the agricultural fair. 
It had been arranged originally that Mrs. 
| Cleveland should accompany him, but at tite 
last moment it was decided that his official 
duties at Washington would prevent him 
a more than to come down to Richmon 
on e early morning train, -remain several 
hours, and ret i 
evening. Mrs. Cleve.and was sick at the 
time, and when the president decided to make 
so hurried a trip the family P sician advised 
that she should not be subjec to the fatigue 
of the trip or the excitement of the crowd. 
For this reason, and for this reason alone, as 
Mr. Cleveland stated af the timé, Mrs. Cleve- 
land did not go to Richmond, and did not 
have an opportunity of m Miss Davis... 

“So far as the statement t Mr. Cleve- 
land himself refused to be introduced to the 
‘Daughter of the Confederacy,’ the slander is 
abundantly refuted by these facts: Governor 
Lee stated to me at the time, and reiterates 
in his card, that when he met President Cleve- 
land at the depot and escorted him to the 
fair ground, that one of the very first ques- 
tions he asked him after getting in the car- 
riage was, ‘Where is Miss Davis? ing 
told by the governor that she was then at the 
fair ground, the president replied: *Well, 
I want you to introduce me to her at the very 
earliest opportunity, as I want to pay my 
respects.’ Arriving at the grounds President 
Cleveland was received with deafening ap- 
plause and given .a grand ovation. After 

king the noble speeck which he made upon 
the occasion. the vast crowd surged forward 
and shook him by the hand; and in the midst 
of it he turned to Governor Lee and said: 
‘You have not yet introduced me to Miss Da- 
vis.’ Governor Lee replied: ‘She is on the 
other side of the stand, but I will bring her 
and in uce her.’ ‘No,’ said the president, 
‘I will go to her.” They made their way 
through the crowd, Governor Lee introduced 
the president of the United States to the 
‘Daughter of the Confederacy,’ and he gave 
her a respectful and ve cordie) greeting. 
saying that he was ‘delighted to meet her.’ 
That evening Governor Lee gave President 
Cleveland a grand reception at the executive 
mansion. I was present and chanced to 
talking with Miss Winnie, when the time came 
for the antag egy onde 4 to go to their train 
and return to Washington. Mr. Cleveland 
came out of the room in which he was, across 
the hall into the room where the ‘Daughter of 
the Confederacy’ was being given a splendid 
ovation by the old soldiers and others who 
were present, and eee his way through 
the crowd came up and bid her adieu. I re- 
member as distinctly as if it had been yester- 
day the language he used. He said: ‘I re- 
gret to say, Miss Davis, that my duties call 
me back to Washington, ‘and I am obliged to 
tear myself away from the good people of 
Richmond. I came, therefore, to say goodby. 
and to express the pleasure with which T 
have met you ard the hope that I may have 
the privilege of again seeing you in the future.’

It was taken from lips of Ohrist, and 
was a part of the beautiful message which 
was delivered to his deciples as he stood in 
touch of the cross and shadows of the cruci- 
fixion.

He 
disposes of his possessions and makes his 
disciples his heirs. The legacy is peace.’’ 

‘‘What is peace? There are many different 
interpretations. It is considered by many to 
be a synomym for ‘quietude’; a cessation of 
action; silence on great issues; non interfer- 
ence with a — e that would excite com- 
motion if advocated.’ ”’ 

But these do not conform to the idea of 
peace in its real definition. A discontinu- 
ance of hostilities between opposing armies is 
a treaty by force. Death or freedom from 
the cares and anxieties of life, brings not the 

ace that is here understood so far as death 

applied to the grave itself; nor is the peace 
of to be found simply in the rest of old 
age.’ 


“T am satisfied that none of these ap pA or 
illustrate the peace which the Saviour left to 
his diciples. e peace he gave the disciples 
was individual, the harmony of single souls. 
We think of God as filled with peace. He is 
the fullness of being. Man is ever becoming. 
He is the great ‘I Am,’ man the ‘Will Be.’ He 
is self-contained. Man is dependent. He is 
self-centered. Man finds the center of his 
movements outside of himself. The sun is

Speaking of these assertions Dr. Sherrill 
eald there are two facts to be remembered: 

“From the yearone downtoour own Toten 
there has never been a time without prophets of 
the dismal, seeing no good or hope ahead and 
who see in the sins and signs of the day 
the world’s near destruction.” “Cyprian in 
the third century says, ‘the earth has grown 
old and exhausted, life is failing at its sourc- 
es, the sun is losing its heat, rain diminishes— 
everywhere signs of decay and dissolution.’ " 

Jonathan Edwards 150 years ago found such 
sins in mass and in the nation that he could 
not hope that God’s final judgments would 
long be delayed. 

Ye thunderbolts do not particularly hit 
mass and Oyprian’s anti-Christ delays his 
coming. . 

The statements like ‘that of President 
White are largely generalizations, and can 
be offset by others from the same statistics 
and prove the reverse It would take a little 
less than omniscience to know what he states. 
The facts are pare and sad enough, but this 
statement implying that *he country grows 
worse, cannot be lieved. 

Safeguards. The magnitude of the country, 
all the crimes and criminals we read of, are 
not in one place, but handreds of miles apart, 
and to every criminal there are a thousand 
people of industry and_ virtue. Carlyle said,
